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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Piermont, I present the 
following report of she schools in town for the year ending 
Feb. 15, 1904. 

Schools have been maintained in six divisions of the 
District. Whole number of pupils registered 164, 79 boys 
and 85 girls, 11 different teachers being employed, four being 
residents of town. 


East Piermont School. 


The entire work of the year, 12 weeks in the spring and 
13 in the fall was in charge of Jessie L. Orser, who did faith- 
ful work, good progress being made in the ‘studies by the 
pupils and entire satisfaction was given. 


Rodimon School. 


The spring term was taught by Laura Simmons, although 
this being her first attempt in teaching and being quite young 
a profitable term was the result, the best of order prevailed 
during my visits. The fall and winter terms were taught 
by Edith F. Smith, also a new beginner, who gave good 
satisfaction to the entire school. 


Clay Hollow School. 


Spring and fall terms were taught by Helen P. Evans, 
this has been the smallest school in town, nine pupils being 
registered during the year. The winter term was taught 
by Mamie Emery, good progress has been made during the 
year. 

Village Primary. 


Spring term taught by Bernice Colby,who had taught the 
two previous terms, was earnest and interested in her work 
and won the esteem of all. The fall and winter terms were 
in charge of Edith L. Parker, who is a successful teacher. 


Village Grammar. 


Spring term taught by Ida M. Spooner, who seemed 
earnest and interested in her work but lacking discipline 
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the school could not be called a success. , Fall and winter 
terms taught by Bernice Colby, who met with the good 
success she had in the lower room. 


River Road. 


Spring term taught by Edith L. Parker, this was Miss 
Parker’s fourth successive term having given excellent 
satisfaction but not caring to return, the fall and winter 
terms were taught by Maud Worthen, which were also 
profitable. This school shows the best attendance of any, 
the fall term having 15 pupils registered only,13 days absence 
for the whole school of 10 weeks. 


Back Road. 


The entire school year has been taught by Rena K. Gould, 
whose pupils haye made good progress under her instructions, 
good order prevailed. This has been the largest school 
outside the village, 18 pupils being registered. 

The general standing of the schools have been compar- 
tively good, verv few complaints having reached me. ‘There 
_are a few names registered, whose presence in the school 
room are seldom seen. Parents should see to it, that their 
children are in school, and also show their interest by visit- 
ing the school themselves. In some schools we find the names 
of nearly all parents, in others not any, let all make an effort 
to visit the schools, at least once each term the coming year. 
New atlasses have been purchased for each school, which 
if properly used will be of much benefit.
